ful and confident tone- than those j 
that preceded it; gave evidence of 
far better understanding 
between 


the Executive, 
his 
Administration 


and the business interests 
of 
the 


country, and in no particular could it 
be construed as a raid or attack up- j 
on vested rights or interests. 


The sentence 
of 
the 
message 


which carries the spirit of the en- 
tire document is that which states, 
"The antagonism between business 
and the Government is over," and 
the entire population of the coun- 
try will echo that sentiment and re- 
joice at these words of the 
Chief 


Magistrate of the republic. 


Let the Congress now take up this 


legislative duty and act in harmony 


with that thought and conclusion of 
the President, "to give expression to 
the best judgment of 
America, to 


what we know to be the 
business 


conscience and honor of the 
land. 


The Government and business men 
are ready to meet each other 
half 


way in a common effort to square 
business methods with both public 
opinion and law." 
. 


With 
such a conservative 
and 


amicable call 
upon Congress 
and 


business to co-operate cordially in 
securing legislation to eliminate ex- 
isting evils and abuses, it certainly 
appears that the harassing of busi- 
ness has almost run its course, and 
that henceforth it will be made plain 
as to the meaning and application of 
Fderal anti-trust law, and only those 
who are 
willfully 
disregarding 
its 


provisions will be found 
practicing 


illegal methods.

laid down by the President.

Accepts Challenge of Republicans

Hon. C. J. Howard, Hon. M. A. Broad- 


stone, Hon. C. A. Rent, Ho»- c- D- 
Conover, Hon. Oftcar 12. Uiser, Com- 
mittee: 
Gentlemen—I have your communi- 


cation of Jan. 22, in which you recom- 
mend to the executive department ol 
this state that there be submitted for 
the consideration of {he legislature a 
chang» In tlie liquor license law and 
the repeal of the, Warnes' taxation 
measure, the suggestion from you be- 
ing based, as you represent, upon my 
having "invited the .Republican minor- 
ity of the general assembly to make 
recommendations-to you for a call for 
such legislation. {o the special ses- 
sion of the Eightieth .eeneral assem- 
bly of Ohio as we (meaning you) 
should deem necessary for the wel- 
fare of the people of the state." 


It was my thought that some of the 


minority senators and representatives 
might present to Messrs. Howard and 
Reid, their leaders,.-emergency condi- 
tions in their respective communities 
which ought. In full consideration of 
public interest, be ghen attention at 
the special session. 


The governor is presumed to be 


the representative of all the people! 
of ah parties, and it was the desire to 
give the agency ,to which your minor- 
ity associates might make their apr 
peal the fullest opportunity to present 
the needs in their respective com- 
munities. 
Whether 
the 
subjects 


which you suggest for presentation to 
the assembly can be considered emer- 
gencies I leave you in full conscience 
to reflect upon, 


It does not appear from consulta- 


tion of the records when the license 
and tax laws were placed upon final 
passage that there was unanimous op- 
position upon the part of the five gen- 
tlemen making up your committee. It 
can not but be regarded as highly sig- 
nificant that after making an entire 
survey of all that has been done in 
this state within' a ^year you gentle- 
men, representing tfce minority party, 
complain of-tout two measures, one of 
which you would repeal and the other 
you would amend. This is a confessed 
indorsement, therefore, of the whole 
legislative program with the excep- 
tion of two laws, and tbe executive 
could not hut appear ungracious if he 
did not give voice .to the fullest ap- 
preciation of the ^ginpliment as di- 
rectly implied by thfe - manifestation 
of legislative candor. z 


You propose a change in the liquor 


license law, but while y^ou register a 
complaint you make no concrete sug- 
gestion. I need not remind you that 
it is much easier to .criticise a lave 
than it is to submit a change in its 
provisions which might be generally 
regarded as* an improvement. You 
say that the right to select licensing 
officers should be delegated to "prop- 
er county authority." It can uot but 
be a deep-seated curiosity in the 
minds of the people/ as to what the 
"proper coualy authority" is. 
Inas- 


much as every member of your com- 
mittee, if I am correctly advised, vot- 
ed to make the county commissioners 
elective, then it is perfectly fair to as- 
sume that you still hold to this idea. 
In' the face ot the admitted efficiency 
of the license law. any person who 
now obtrudes the suggestion that tlie 
commissioners in the wet counties— 
and there are commissionafrs nowhere 
else—be elected, may have cast upon 
him the general suspicion that he 
seeks to break down 'the machinery 
which is making law 
enforcement 


possible, everywhere, and in every 
community. 


Your committee make* the observa- 


tion that a change be made so that 
the chief executive .of this state 
may be elevated above the political 
entanglements of the license busi- 
ness.' 


I know of no more dignified part'cl- 


pation in government. 1 can conce've 
of no more useful executive function 
than that the governor, accountable 
to all the people and responsible un- 
der the constitution and his oath of 
office to enforce thp laws of the state, 
should be given the fullest police pow- 
er of this -great commonwealth to 
make law enforcement a reality and 
not a shadow.

opportunity to vote directly for the 
nomination of all state officers.

the net result of this change is not

then t am incapable of measuring the 
significance of events. 


The commission appointed by Gov- 


ernor SlcKinley in April, 1893, said: 


"It ;s easy for the assessors in the 


county townships to see the farmer's 
land and his horses and his cattle. 
In the towns and cities, however, per- 
sonal property assumes other forms. 
No assessor knows or can know 
whether one man has money loaned 
on mortgage security in Kansas, or 
whether another man owns shares of 
stock in a New England railway com- 
p?ny. The problem is and must be 
how to effectually reach for taxation 
j<e*hOEJil property invested in these 
form: so that all, or substantially all, 
shall coi-tribute Its Just share toward 
the expenses of the commonwealth." 


The first recommendation of the 


four that were made was the one pro- 
viding for a change in the adminis- 
tiation of the tax laws by providing 
better 
assessing 
machinery." 
In 


elaborating this thought the McKin- 
ley commission said: 


"Experience* teaches tiat the most 


effective way of securing just assess- 
ments is to place the assessing ma- 
chinery in the hands of capable, dis- 
interested and independent agents 
(independent in the sense of being re- 
moved from the immediate influences 
of 
popufar 
favor or 
displeasure), 


-whose'compensation and term of ser- 
vice will Justify them in giving, if 
necessary, their entire time to the 
work." 


A tentative bill for the considera- 


t'on of tfe legislature was drawn by 
the McKinley commission providing 
for a ftfatc tax commission of three 
irembers, which should be given the 
right to ap*point county boards, and 
ihesf; county boards were to appoint 
assessors. 


I bate made the statement many 


times that the Edwards bill, present- 
ed under Governor Harmon's admin- 
istration, was intended 
to buttress 


and support the Smith 1 per cent tax 
law. That this is true is showsn by 
Governor Harmon's last message to- 
the . general assembly under date of 
Jan. 6, 19131 
Speaking of the suc- 


cess of the Smith law Jie said: 


"The unfortunate failure or the Ed- 


wards bill at the last session has pre- 
vented thus far full enjoyment of th3 
results in view. The work of elected 
ward and township 
assessors has 


proved a failure in Ohio and else- 
where." 


After discussing the provisions of 


the Edwards bill,-which was in almost 
precise form the same as the Warnea 
law, Governor Harmon said to the 
present legislature: "I recomntend a 
like law." 
He emphasized thej neces- 


sity of doing away with the elective 
system of ward and township asses- 
sors in these words: 


"Imperfect as the plan of reform 


w.iis fhus left, the good accomplished 
under it has attracted attention in 
other states, whose governors and 
legislators have sought information 
with a view of adopting it, but the 
plan has not had a fair trial and will 
not have until the defect named has 
been cured." 


While misrepresentation has cre- 


ated a wrong understanding of the 
Warnes law in some quarters, public 
intelligence will absorb and public 
opinion will indorse. In the last analy- 
sis, the provisions of the law. 


I recur to the report of the McKin- 


ley commission to remind you of this 
striking piece of information which 
it contributed: 


"It may be remarked that the list-' 


ing system in Ohio is one which has 
been abandoned in many other parts 
of the world. The assessment lists 
used in Germany in mediaeval time* 
(1531) were like those now In vogue 
in the United States. 
All this has 


been abandoned everywhere in Eu- 
rope." 
* 


While your committee, seeking to 


speak in behalf of the Republican

Washington, Jan. 24. — [Special.] — 


The work of passing measures which 
•will strengthen the Sheruiau anti-trust 
law and regulate big business promises 
to consume as much time and cause as 
lengthy debates as did the currency 
and tariff bills. 
Various committees 


were quick to begin work as soon as 
President Wilson read his message to 
congress, in which he outlined bis 
views, which are likewise the views 
of the Democratic majorities. 


Business throughout the country was 


not shocked by thfe message; the sug- 
gestions and trust remedies were ex- 
pected. It remains to be seen wheth- 
er or not the administration will make 
good the trust plank in its' platform as 
it did the pre-election promises as re- 
garded the currency question, and the 
tariff bill. 


Farm Credit Bill. 


Another important measure which Is 


expected to occupy much time of the 
present session of congress is the pas- 
sage of a bill providing ample farm 
credits so as to make unnecessary a 
repetition of the loans -to bauks 
throughout the south and southwest, 
as was the case last fall. The admin- 
istration believes that , tbe 
farmer 


should be aided; that means should be. 
provided enabling him to properly 
finance his crop. 
With this end In 


view several bills have been drawn, 
and it is expected that one will pass 
at this session. 


Injected the Tariff. 


They can't keep tbe tariff out of tbe 


discussions in tbe senate if there is 
the slightest excuse for bringing it in.
